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Pratical Fitness: Post-Pregnancy Issues

Recently, I received a 
reader request to write an 
article on specific post- 
pregnancy problems experi- 
enced by a large percentage 
of women. This was an ex- 
cellent suggestion, but this 
topic is outside my area of 
expertise. I, therefore, asked 
my professional colleague, 
Rita La Rosa Loud to write 
today’s Practical Fitness 
Column, which she did ex- 
ceptionally well. 

[It is not uncommon for 
pregnant woman to experi- 
ence lower back aches, sci- 
atic nerve pain, upper back 
tightness, rounded  shoul- 
ders, breathing difficulties, 
and bladder problems due to 
compromised posture from 
extra (baby) weight. Be- 
cause this additional load is 
not centered over the moth- 
er’s center of gravity, the 
upper and lower body may 
not align properly. Dur- 
ing pregnancy, the grow- 
ing baby pulls the mother’s 
lower spine forward into an 
accentuated arch that fre- 
quently results in pressure 
and irritation in the lower 
back structures. Addition- 
ally, during pregnancy, the 
muscles, tendons, and liga- 
ments become exceedingly 
lax (particularly in the pel- 
vis region), due to changes 
in hormone levels that help 
facilitate the baby’s pas- 


sage through the birth canal. 
Each of these changes can 
lead to physical problems 
for the mom. Consider a 
few exercises that may ad- 
dress and alleviate some of 
the specific issues associ- 
ated with pregnancy. 

Upper Body Posture 

During the course of 
pregnancy, lung space is 
reduced to make room for 
the growing baby. As a 
consequence, breathing 
may become more diffi- 
cult (shallow), especially if 
compounded by a forward 
leaning upper body posture 
resulting from exhaustion, 
muscle weakness, or poor 
body mechanics. Sitting 
and standing upright, as 
well as performing gentle 
upper body strengthening 
and stretching exercises can 
help mothers breathe easier 
during pregnancy and im- 
prove their posture after the 
baby arrives. 

An effective exercise 
for both strengthening and 
stretching the chest muscles 
is the Wall Push-Up. Place 
your hands on the wall at 
chest level, slightly wider 
than your shoulders, with 
your feet apart, about 6to 12 
inches away from the wall. 
Slowly bend your elbows 
as you bring your torso to- 
wards the wall, then push 
back slowly to the starting 
position. Contract your ab- 
dominal muscles and keep 
your back straight through- 


out the exercise, exhaling 
as you push away from the 
wall. Repeat the Wall Push- 
Up 10 to 15 times. When 
this becomes relatively easy, 
move your feet further from 
the wall to increase the exer- 
cise effort. 

Pelvic Floor Stability 

The pelvic floor and 
sphincter muscles can be re- 
strengthened with specific 
exercises, developed by Dr. 
Armold Kegel in 1952, and 
commonly known as Ke- 
gel exercises. Many women 
have been able to avoid per- 
manent incontinence and 
reestablish normal bladder 
function after childbirth by 
performing Kegel exercises, 
which strengthen both the 
pelvic floor and bladder 
sphincter muscles. 

During the delivery pro- 
cess, over-stretched sphinc- 
ter muscles may cause short- 
term loss of urethra control 
resulting in incontinence: A 
recommended approach for 
addressing this problem is 
to tighten both the sphinc- 
ter and pelvic floor muscles, 
which typically requires 
daily practice. 

According to women’s 
issues author Janice S. No- 
vak, the first exercise is to re- 
peatedly squeeze the urethra 
sphincter muscles (around 
the birth canal), holding 
the contracted position for 
5 seconds before relaxing. 
The second exercise in- 
volves a similar protocol for 
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the muscles that control anal 
sphincter muscles. When 
both of these exercises can 
be performed indepen- 
dently, both sets of muscles 
should be trained concur- 
rently. Contracting both sets 
of sphincter muscles simul- 
taneously increases strength 
and stability throughout the 
pelvic floor. This is essen- 
tially a three-part exercise 
sequence, culminating with 
strong contractions of both 
sphincter muscles in unison. 

Sphincter tightening 
exercises can be done” just 
about anywhere, while 
seated or standing. A rec- 
ommended version can be 
performed in a back-lying 
position, on the floor or bed. 
With knees bent and feet 
flat, inhale and then exhale 
to flatten your abdominals. 
Contract your buttocks, 
tighten both sphincters to a 
count of 5, relax, and repeat 
10 to 15 times. 

Midsection 
Muscle Function 

During pregnancy, the 
abdominal muscles are 
stretched beyond their origi- 
nal length. After the baby 
arrives, these muscles may 
remain relatively weak and 
lax, resulting in reduced 
core strength and stability. 
These basic abdominal ex- 
ercises should be helpful in 
restoring abdominal muscle 
strength and function. 

1. Lie on your back 
on a mat (or bed) with your 
knees bent, feet flat, heels 
about six inches away from 


your buttocks, and hands 
resting lightly on your stom- 
ach. Place one hand gently 
behind -your head for sup- 
port, and reach the opposite 
hand toward your knees. 
Slowly contract your ab- 
dominal muscles to lift your 
head, neck, and shoulders 
off the mat as you reach 
between your knees. With 
each upward movement, 
exhale and tighten your ab- 
dominals. Relax, and repeat 
with the opposite arm. Per- 
form as many repetitions as 
you can do comfortably, but 
discontinue the exercise if 
you feel any neck discom- 
fort. 

2. Lie down on your 
back on a mat (or bed) with 
your knees bent. Cross your 
left ankle over your right 
knee. Gently place both 
hands behind your head and 
keep your left elbow on the 
mat throughout the exer- 
cise. Take a deep breath, 
and as you exhale, contract 
your abdominal muscles to 
bring your right elbow to- 
ward your left knee. Relax, 
and repeat with the opposite 
arm positions. Perform as 
many repetitions as you can 
do comfortably, but discon- 
tinue the exercise if you feel 
any neck discomfort. 

Be sure to check with 
your physician prior to per- 
forming an exercise pro- 
gram, and progress gradu- 
ally with all of your physical 
activities. Although rela- 
tively basic, these exercises 
should be performed care-

Governor Baker and the 
Commonwealth’s _Legis- 
lature recently signed on 
to a good version of Hull 
Rep.

On Wednesday, April 28 
at 7 p.m., the Thomas Crane 
Library will be hosting 
Transit Matters and Quincy 
Climate Action Network for 
an online lecture and Q&A 
about the future of public 
transportation in Quincy. 
Quincy for Transformative 
Change and Quincycles will 
be cosponsoring. 

How do we electrify 
our transportation system 
to make it cleaner, faster, 
and more climate-friend- 
ly? What could the new 
MBTA bus garage mean for 
Quincy? The conversation, 
kicked off by Quincy State 
Senator and Vice-Chair 
of the Joint Committee on 
Transportation, John Keen- 
an, will cover all these top- 
ics and more. 

Quincy and the MBTA 
are at a critical moment. 
Within the next couple of 
years, the MBTA will be 
transforming the former 
Lowe’s Store site, across 
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Thomas Crane Public I 


from the Quincy Adams 
MBTA station, into a new 
bus garage and acquiring 
new buses in parallel to 
this project. Currently this 
new depot is projected to 
service and store over 40% 
more buses than the cur- 
rent outdated Quincy site on 
Hancock St. And while the 
MBTA does seem to aspire 
to modernize and green at 
least parts of their fleet even- 
tually (conflicting timelines 
place their initial, modest, 
electric bus investment in 
the next several years), in 
the short term it plans on 


buying more diesel-powered 
buses. This means more air 
pollution and more noise in 
Quincy. Transit Matters will 
talk about how this can be 
avoided by expediting the 
transition to electric buses. 
Because of our region’s cold 
winters, the MBTA hesitates 
to invest in battery-only 
buses. But according to Jay 
Flynn and Rob Cannata of 
Transit Matters, this prob- 
lem is solved when we use 
in-motion charging technol- 
ogy currently in service in 
Montreal, Minneapolis, and 
even our neighbor, Worces- 
ter. The MBTA can and 
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should pilot this technology 
here in Quincy, where air 
pollution is already high and 
the exacerbating threat of 
the Weymouth compressor 
station looms large.

New AARP Analysis Shows: 


Massachusetts COVID Cases, Deaths Declining 
In Nursing Homes; Chronic Problems Remain 


The latest release of AARP’s Nursing Home COVID-19 
Dashboard shows that both cases and deaths in nursing 
homes declined in the four weeks ending March 21. Al- 
though these rates are improving, chronic problemis in nurs- 
ing homes—revealed during the COVID-19 pandemic— 
continue. In Massachusetts, during the four weeks ending 
March 21, .49% of nursing homes reported a shortage of 
nurses or aides, down from 2.4% from the previous report- 
ing period. 

Deaths of nursing home residents in Massachusetts have 
significantly decreased from the previous period, dropping 
from a rate of .79 to .10 per 100 residents. New infections 
among residents and staff also declined to less than half of 
previous levels. Resident cases fell from 2.4 to .34 per 100 
residents, and new staff cases declined from 2.4 to 49 per 
100 residents. 

“The COVID-19 pandemic has brought to light the 
chronic, ongoing problems that have plagued the nursing 
home industry for decades, including staffing shortages, 
poor infection control, transparency, and accountability, 
said AARP Massachusetts State Director Mike Festa. “Fol- 
lowing the COVID-related deaths of more than 9,000 nurs- 
ing home residents and staff in Massachusetts, now is the 
time to eradicate these failings that jeopardize the health and 
safety of nursing home residents.”

The AARP Nursing Home COVID-19 Dashboard ana- 
lyzes federally reported data in four-week periods going 
back to June 1, 2020. Using this data, the AARP Public Pol- 
icy Institute, in collaboration with the Scripps Gerontology 
Center at Miami University in Ohio, created the dashboard 
to provide snapshots of the virus’ infiltration into nursing 
homes and impact on nursing home residents and staff, to 
identify specific areas of concern at the national and state 
levels in a timely manner.

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Koch: Adams Academy For J ohn Adams Library 


Mayor Proposes Acquiring 
Academy, Two Nearby Parcels 
For Presidential Library

Mayor Thomas Koch 
wants the city to acquire 
the Adams Academy and 
two nearby parcels of land 
to create a new campus that 
would serve as the home of 
the John Adams Presidential 
Library. 

Under the mayor’s pro- 
posal, the city would ac- 

. quire the Adams Academy 
at 8 Adams St. as well as the 
properties at 24 and 26 Ad- 
ams St. Koch is proposing 
to use $9 million in commu- 
nity preservation funding to 
buy the three parcels. 

The Community Preser- 
vation Committee approved 
the purchase of the land us- 
ing those funds in a 7-1 vote 
on April 8. The City Council 
must still approve the pur- 
chase. 

Koch unveiled plans to 
create the new presidential 
library in his January 2020 
inaugural address. The cen- 
terpiece of the library would 
be the second president’s 
personal book collection, 
which Adams left to the 
then town of Quincy in his 
will. The collection, which 
includes Adams’ hand-writ- 
ten notes and thoughts on 
a wide range of subjects, is 
widely considered to be a 
historic treasure. 

The collection is cur- 
rently under the care of 
the Boston Public Library, 
and Koch has formally re- 
quested that it be returned to 
Quincy. If the council were 
to approve the funding for 
the land acquisitions, the 
mayor said that might make 
it easier for the city to get 
the books back. 

“Assuming they do [ap- 
prove it], then it is going 


to be a little easier for us,” 
Koch said in a recent inter- 
view. 

“There won't be any 
question about the land — we 
will have that in hand. We 
will probably have concep- 
tual designs of what a build- 
ing would look like, whether 
it is an addition or separate 
building. I think it is going 
to be a separate building; I 
don’t think you could do an 
addition to the Adams Acad- 
emy and do it justice. 

“That will really begin 


a very robust process of 


conceptual designs, seek- 
ing foundation moneys, go- 
ing after more legally the 
book collection — all those 
things.” 

The Adams Academy is 
currently home to the Quin- 
cy Historical Society. Koch 
suggested the organization 
might be able to stay there, 
with the library operating in 
a new building on site. 

The Adams Academy op- 
erated as a school for boys 
from 1872 to 1907 and was 
built on the birthplace of 
John Hancock, a childhood 
friend of John Adams and 
the first signer of the Dec- 
laration of Independence. 
Construction of the school 
was financed with money 
from a trust fund the second 
president established. 

The ownership of the Ad- 
ams Academy has been the 
subject of litigation in recent 
years. 

In December, Chief Jus- 
tice Kimberly Budd of the 
Massachusetts Supreme Ju- 
dicial Court ruled that the 
Adams Temple and School 
Fund is the owner of the 
property, not the city, in a 
single-justice opinion.

James DeGiacomo, the 
trustee of the Adams Tem- 
ple and School Fund, filed 
a lawsuit in 2019 seeking 
permission to sell the prop- 
erty for the benefit of the 
Woodward School for Girls, 
the beneficiary of the trust 
fund. Quincy had moved to 
intervene in that lawsuit, but 
Budd denied that motion af- 
ter determining the city was 
not the owner of the prop- 
erty. 

The city has filed a mo- 
tion to appeal that decision 
to the full court. 

Koch, in the interview, 
said he does not believe the 
trust has any right to the 
property. 

“As you know, this has 
been a pet peeve of mine 
for a long time. To think 
that Woodward School has 
any ownership in the Ad- 
ams Academy is absolutely

ludicrous to me. What the 
city did in the ‘50s to reallo- 
cate the dividends from the 
Adams temple fund to the 
Woodward School bailed 
them out for a number of 
years,” Koch said. 

“John Adams never men- 
tions Woodward School in 
his will, and it was clear 
to him he was leaving land 
to build a school, leaving 
his book collection to the 
people of Quincy...I have 
this moral indignation on 
this issue that just drives me 
crazy.” 

Koch said he believes 
the city owns the land the 
Adams Academy building is 
located upon and if the trust 
has any claim to property at 
all, it is to the building itself. 

“I firmly believe we are 
on legal ground, no matter 
how you look at it, that the 
city owns the land. We have 
a deed to the land. It was 
clear under the will,” Koch 
said. “The building itself 
would be the question, and 
the value of that building, 
and that is where the nego- 
tiations are going on.” 

Koch said he was hope- 
ful he could reach a settle- 
ment with the trustee but is 
prepared to use eminent do- 
main if necessary. 


DiGiacomo, in an April 
13 email, said he had yet to 
receive any proposal from 
the city. 

Budd’s December deci- 
sion was the latest chapter 
in the litigation involving 
the city of Quincy and the 
Woodward School. 

The legal dispute began 
in 2005, when the then chair 
of the Woodward School’s 
board of trustees requested 
a full accounting of the 
Adams Temple and School 
Fund. The Woodward 
School sought the full ac- 
counting because it received 
two years of lower-than-an- 
ticipated payments from the 
city under then mayor Wil- 
liam Phelan. 

The school filed suit 
against the city in 2007 after 
the information was not re- 
ceived. After a bench trial, a 
probate court judge in 2011 
found the city had breached 
its fiduciary duty to the trust 
fund and removed the city as 
its trustee - DeGiacomo was 
appointed the trustee at that 
time. The probate court also 
determined the trust fund, 
and not the city, owned the 
Adams Academy property, 
Budd said in her December 
ruling. 

The Supreme Judicial 


Court upheld the probate 
court’s ruling in a 2014 de- 
cision but remanded the 
case to the lower court to 
recalculate damages the city 
owed. 

DeGiacomo, as the trust- 
ee of the fund, then sued to 
invalidate the 50-year lease 
for the Adams Academy site 
that had been negotiated by 
the city and the Quincy His- 
torical Society. 

Under terms of the lease, 
which was signed in 1972, 
the historical society pays 
the city $1,200 annually to 
use the Adams Academy 
building and is also respon- 
sible for its upkeep. DeGia- 
como had argued the group 
was not paying fair market 
value for the lease. 

A single justice of the 
Supreme Judicial Court dis- 
missed that lawsuit and the 
full court later affirmed the 
dismissal in 2016. In its rul- 
ing, the court said Quincy 
took the proper steps — in- 
cluding notifying the office 
of then Attorney General 
Robert Quinn — before exe- 
cuting the lease. Under state 
law, the attorney general is 
tasked with representing 
the beneficiaries of a pub- 
lic trust such as the Adams 
Temple and School Fund.

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Setting Young People Up For Success 


A Message From AHA CHS C ee Sheriff Patrick McDermott

Lately, I’ve been think- 
ing a lot about the youth of 
Norfolk County. The CO- 
VID-19 pandemic has af- 
fected each of us differently, 
and our children and young 
people are no exception. As 
we begin to round the cor- 
ner on COVID-19 and make 
plans what a “‘post-COVID” 
world might look like, I 
find myself wondering what 
kinds of challenges this will 
present to our youth and 
how we can help them navi- 
gate these challenges. 

Whether it’s a loss of 
important socialization op- 
portunities, the difficulties 
of learning in an online 
environment, or the stress 
of navigating a global pan- 
demic as a child, we know 
that this experience has been 
trying for even the most re- 
silient young person. But I 
also believe that it has given 
our young people an oppor- 
tunity to see the good that 
can come from communi- 
ties coming together to lift 
one another up, whether in 
the form of a birthday car 
parade, a socially distanced

food drive, or simply wear- 
ing a mask to protect those 
around you. 

It’s my wish that we can 
continue to embody this 
feeling - of community be- 
longing as vaccines help us 
transition to the next stage. 
I hope that we can take 
what we’ve learned about 
the importance of public 
safety, community support, 
and caring for others and 
use these lessons-to imagine 
new ways to help set up our 
young people for success in 
their lives. 

_ At the Norfolk County 
Sheriff’s Office, we’re in- 
vesting in Norfolk County’s 
youth by working hard to 
make sure they have ac- 


cess to resources that help 
them make good choices. 
This includes helping young 
people to stay or get back on 
the right path. For example, 
we are taking steps forward 
to work with our communi- 
ties and community organi- 
zations to provide resources 
and support around youth 
substance use and mental 
health issues. 

One of my priorities for 
our youth programming 
is to give young people in 
Norfolk County every op- 
portunity to develop posi- 
tive social skills that benefit 
them and their communi- 
ties. This includes our Youth 
Empowering Seniors (YES) 
program that partners high 
school students with area 
seniors to help them better 
understand modern _tech- 
nologies, as well as our 
ever-popular Youth Leader- 
ship Academy, which helps 
young people learn the im- 
portance of setting goals 
and challenging themselves 
through team building ex- 
ercises, ropes courses, and 
other intensive activities. In 
fact, we are in the process of 
expanding the Youth Lead- 
ership Academy outside of 


our Braintree location to 
pilot a session this summer 
in Franklin, in hopes of bet- 
ter serving residents in the 
southern part of Norfolk 
County. 

We also need to pro- 
vide more opportunities 
for our young people to get 
involved in their commu- 
nities. This is why we are 
exploring partnerships with 
local non-profits that will 
give high schoolers a chance 
to volunteer and give back. 
I believe that volunteerism 
helps students make good 
choices, introduces them 
to people of different back- 
grounds, and shows them 
the value of helping others. 

We all know that it will 
be a while before everything 
will be able to go back to 
the way it was before. But 
rather than thinking of this 
as a loss, I believe we can 
see this as an opportunity 
— an opportunity to build a 
new normal that tackles old 
problems in new ways, an 
opportunity for learning and 
growth, and an opportunity 
to come together and instill 
our shared values in the next 
generation. I look forward 
to working alongside you to 
make this happen. 


AAA: Users Of Both Alcohol, Marijuana 
Take More Risks Behind The Wheel 


People who use both 
alcohol and marijuana are 
some of the most dangerous 
drivers on the road — they 
are significantly more likely 
to speed, text, intentionally 
run red lights, and drive ag- 
gressively than those who 
don’t, according to data 
from the AAA Foundation 
for Traffic Safety. 

“This data shows the 
alarming impact of alco- 
hol and marijuana use on 
the choices drivers make 
when they get behind the 
wheel,” said Mary Magu- 
ire, Director of Public and 
Government Affairs at AAA 
Northeast. “From choosing 
to drive while impaired, to 
speeding, to driving dis- 
tracted or running red lights, 
using these two drugs leads 
to poor decision-making 
with potentially fatal conse- 
quences.” 

The AAA Foundation’s 
annual Traffic Safety Cul- 
ture Index found that drivers 
who use both marijuana and 
alcohol were significantly 
more prone to driving un- 
der the influence of alco- 


hol versus those who only 


drink alcohol but do not use 
marijuana. These motor- 
ists identified as someone 
who consumed alcohol and 
used marijuana in the past 
30 days, and in some cases, 
they may have used both at 
the same time. They also 
engage in various other dan- 
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gerous driving behaviors far 
more than drivers who con- 
sume either just alcohol or 
abstain from either drinking 
alcohol or using marijuana. 
Compared to alcohol-only 
users, drivers who admit- 
ted to using both were more 
likely to report such behav- 
iors as: 

¢ Speeding on residential 
streets (55%) vs. alcohol- 
only (35%) 

¢ Aggressive driving 
(52%) vs. alcohol-only 
(28%) 

* Intentional red-light 
running (48%) vs alcohol- 
only (32%) 

¢ Texting while driv- 
ing (40%) vs. alcohol-only 
(21%) 

Unsurprisingly, the study 
found drivers who neither 
drink alcohol nor use mari- 
juana were considerably less 
likely to engage in the sorts 
of risky driving behaviors 
examined. This Foundation 
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research was published in 
January 2021 in the peer- 
reviewed journal Transpor- 
tation Research Record. 
According to govern- 
ment data, alcohol and 
marijuana are the most 
widely used drugs in the 
United States - 139.8 mil- 
lion people aged 12 or older 
reported’ drinking  alco- 
hol in the past month, and 
43.5 million reported using 
marijuana in the past year. 
Further normalizing this be- 
havior, 16 states and Wash- 
ington, D.C., have legalized 
marijuana for recreational 
use. And in 2021, 15 state 
legislatures are considering 
medical or adult-use mari- 
juana legalization bills. 
AAA has concerns over 
the legalization of recre- 
ational marijuana because 
of its inherent traffic safety 
risks and the difficulties in 
writing legislation that pro- 
tects the public and treats

drivers fairly. AAA is com- 
mitted to educating the 
public about the dangers of 
substance-impaired driving. 
Through AAA Foundation 
research, AAA is working 
to improve understanding of 
the topic and work collab- 
oratively with safety stake- 
holders to reduce the impact 
of substance-impaired driv- 
ing-related crashes. 

“With 4/20 approach- 
ing, it’s worth noting that 
marijuana use can inhibit 
concentration, slow reac- 
tion times, and cloud judg- 
ment. Its effects vary by 
individual, but several stud- 
ies, including one that AAA 
released in 2020, have con- 
cluded that marijuana use 
impairs the ability to drive 
safely,” added Ms. Maguire. 
Previous research suggests 
that users who drive high 
are up to twice as likely to 
be involved in a crash.

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Social Security Matters 


Ask Rusty: When Can 
I Get Benefits From 
My Ex-Spouse?

Dear Rusty: I know that I am able to get Social Security 
from my ex-husband. We were married for 16 years and | 
have not remarried. I will be 60 soon and he is 63. I do not 
know if he is retired yet, as we do not speak. Please advise 
when I can collect and how to go about the process. Signed: 
Divorced Lady 

Dear Divorced Lady: Since you were married to your 
ex for more than 10 years and haven’t remarried, you may 
be able to collect a spousal benefit from your ex-husband 
when you are 62 years old. Your eligibility will depend upon 
the amount of your own personal Social Security (SS) ben- 
efit compared to your ex’s benefit amount, but you cannot 
collect an ex-spouse benefit before age 62. To be eligible 
for a benefit from your ex-spouse, you must also claim your 
personal SS (from your own lifetime work record), and 
when you claim your own benefit an ex-spouse benefit will 
be given, if you are entitled to one. 

To be eligible for a benefit from your ex-spouse, your 
personal Social Security retirement benefit at your own full 
retirement age (FRA) must be less than 50% of the ben- 
efit your ex-husband would get at his FRA (note that FRA 
amounts are used for this determination, regardless of the 
age at which either of you claim SS). If your FRA benefit 
amount is less than half of his FRA benefit amount, then 
you will be entitled to a “spousal boost” to bring your total 
payment up to your spousal entitlement. But taken at age 62, 
both of those amounts will be reduced. 

Your full retirement age is 67, and if you claim any SS 
benefit before that it will be reduced. At 62, your personal 
SS retirement benefit will be cut by 30% and your spousal 
boost will also be reduced. So, at age 62, the total amount 
of benefit you could get (your own benefit plus your spou- 
sal boost) would be about 32.5% of your ex-husband’s FRA 
benefit amount. Nonetheless, if you are comfortable with 
these benefit reductions, you can claim at age 62 (or any 
age thereafter) by contacting Social Security or, when the 
time comes, apply online at www.ssa.gov/applyforbenefits. 
You will need to provide SS with a copy of your marriage 
certificate and your final divorce decree, and you will need 
to know your ex-husband’s Social Security number (SSN). 
If you do not know his SSN, you’ll need to provide his par- 
ents’ names and his date and place of birth. 

If you wish to find out in advance whether you’ re entitled 
to an ex-spouse benefit and how much it is estimated to be, 
you can contact Social Security at 1.800-772-1213, or call 
your local SS office (find the local office number at www. 
ssa.gov/locator). Please note that all Social Security offices 
are temporarily closed to public access due to the pandemic, 
so calling them is your best current option to get an estimate 
of your spousal benefit. 

One final caution: if you claim SS before your full retire- 
ment age and you are working, you’ll be subject to Social 
Security’s “earnings test” which limits how much you can 
earn before they take back some of your benefits.

actively bleeding. 

Medics from Brewster Ambulance and Quincy Fire De- 
partment, who had arrived on scene, began to render aid to 
the victim. The victim also showed Officer Keenan that his 
left hand was swollen and covered in blood. The victim said 
he thinks he broke his left hand while attempting to protect 
himself from the attack. 

The victim told Officer Keenan that he was sleeping in 
the woods when he was awoken to someone punching him 
in the face. The suspect told the victim, “You better stay 
away from my girl.” At that time the victim noticed the male 
had a machete. The victim said the suspect swung the ma- 
chete multiple times hitting him in the head. The suspect 
then left the area. 

When asked to describe the suspect, the victim stated 


that he was wearing. blue jeans and a gray hooded sweat- 
shirt with “either black or blue on it.” He said the hood was 
pulled up and the male was wearing a black bandana cover- 
ing most of his face. 

Officer Keenan immediately recognized the description 
of the suspect from a very recent call. Based on the descrip- 
tion given by the victim, and information learned from the 
previous call involving the suspect, Officer Keenan believed 
he knew the person that was responsible for the assault. 

The victim was transported to Boston Medical Center by 
Brewster Ambulance. Officers searched the area but were 
unable to locate the suspect. Officer Keenan returned to the 
Quincy Police Station where he completed a report on the 
assault and requested a warrant issue for the suspect. 

Later that morning, at approximately 11:10 a.m., offi- 
cers assigned to the Anti-Crime Unit located and arrested 
the 30-year-old suspect. Detectives following up on the case 
were able to locate and identify witnesses to the attack. De- 
tectives also located the machete and clothing worn by the 
suspect. All evidentiary items will be sent to the Massachu- 
setts State Police Crime Lab for analysis.

week’s meeting. 

Quincy College, one of 
a few municipally owned 
colleges in the country, 
currently operates out of 
leased space at Presidents 
Place on the opposite side 
of Hancock Street from the 
Munroe Building. Koch — 
who ran the school for sev- 
eral months in 2018 amid a 
period of upheaval for the 
school that saw the nursing 
program shut down before it 
was later restored — said in a 
recent interview that a long- 
term home for the college is 
key to its survival. 

“The college has been 
around almost 65 years and 
the college, in its tenure, like 
anything else, has ups and 
downs. After the nursing 
program, it went through a 
very challenging time. I 
served as interim president. 
We did everything we ev- 
erything we could on our 
part as a city to help them. 
At the end of the day, they 
are a department of the 
city,” Koch said. 


“T have always said that 
they need a home ~ a long- 
term home - to survive on 
the marketplace. We took 
a hard look at the college, 
what we can do as a city to 
allow it to continue in the 
decades to come.” 

Koch gave three reasons 
for why the school needs to 
survive. 

“First of all, it has been a 
tradition in Quincy. As you 
know, it started out as grade 
13 and 14. A lot of kids were 
figuring out what they were 
going to do, they would pick 
up an associate’s and then 
move on. I still think it has 
that role although there are 
people who come from oth- 
er countries who go there,” 
the mayor said. 

“It has economic value 
to the city, having the col- 
lege. I think it is $50 million 
to the economy each year to 
Quincy. 

“Then, of course, who 
does it serve? I think almost 
two-thirds...are eligible for 
financial aid and I think 47 
percent are people of col- 
or. We are living in a time 


where we are talking the 
talk; I think by cementing 
the college’s future, we aré 
walking the walk on these 
issues — on social justice.” 

Under Koch’s proposal, 
the city would build and 
own the new building and 
the college would pay rent 
for the space. 

“In my mind, it is quite 
simple. We build it. Instead 
of them paying rent to a 
private, for-profit company, 
they are paying us rent that 
is going to pay the debt ser- 
vice on the building. That 
rent over time doesn’t go up 
like every year. They don’t 
have to worry about a lease. 
They don’t have to worry 
about a lease not being re- 
newed,” Koch said, suggest- 
ing the school might not be 
able to find a new home if its 
current landlord chose not to 
renew its lease. 

“Where does Quincy 
College go to find 100,000 
square feet near the Red 
Line?” 

He called the Munroe 
Building an ideal spot for 
the school. 


“The Munroe  Build- 
ing, I think, is just a phe- 
nomenal spot,” Koch said. 
“You come out of the Red 
Line and boom, you’re 
right there. It has a beautiful 
campus with the Hancock- 
Adams Common. It’s part 
of the Square with a lot of 
activity — restaurants and 
stuff in the Square — it adds 
to the vitality. I think for all 
the right reasons it makes a 
ton of sense.” 

While most of the new 
building will be set aside 
for the college, the mayor 
said he does want to move 
municipal offices there from 
the city hall annex. 

“There would be several 
floors of space for city of- 
fices and then in turn the 
glass building would come 
down,” Koch said. “The 
original town hall stays. The 
council still meets there. 
That wouldn’t be an issue, 
When we did the city hall 
over, it has completely sepa- 
rate systems — sewer, water, 
utilities, all of that. All that 
would come down is that 
connection...It would be 


very simple. 

“Then we would add that 
space, part of it, to the Han- 
cock-Adams Common. The 
other part then becomes part 
of what will be development 
over the tracks.” 

Koch said it was too 
early to say what the new 
building will ultimately cost 
to construct. 

“Until we really get into 
the design schematics, de- 
termine the materials of the 
building, how big the build- 
ing will be, et cetera, et ce- 
tera, it would be premature 
to say,” he said. 

“The other thing is the 
cost of materials has gone 
up pretty dramatically the 
last few months. I don’t 
know if that will stabilize or 
go down a bit. That’s a lot 
related to the pandemic as 
well.” 

Under new college presi- 
dent Richard DeCristofaro, 
Koch said the school’s fi- 
nances are trending in the 
right direction. 

“T think they have stabi- 
lized. I think the hemorrhag- 
ing has stopped,” the mayor

operating in September 
2020 and reported two un- 
planned releases of natural 
gas that month. By law, En- 
bridge is required to notify 
state and local officials if 
it vents more than 10,000 
cubic feet of natural gas; 
the amount released in both 
instances was greater than 
that. 

The federal Pipeline and 
Hazardous Materials Safety 
Administration (PHMSA) 
launched an investigation 
following those first two 
incidents and in January al- 
lowed the compressor sta- 
tion to resume operations. 
In his order allowing the 
Station to begin operating 
again, Alan Mayberry, the 
agency’s associate adminis- 
trator, said, “the release of 
large quantities of pressur- 
ized natural gas in heavily 
populated area carries sub- 
stantial risk of fire, explo- 
sion and personal injury or 


death.” 

On April 6, Enbridge re- 
ported another unplanned 
release of natural gas from 
the station — the third in the 
past seven months. 

Koch, in an interview 
with The Sun, said the fed- 
eral Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency should inter- 
vene. 

“I was really disgusted,” 
Koch said when asked about 
the recent unplanned release 
of gas. 

“Right out of the box, 
what is that the third release 
they’ve had since they have 
started? I think it is outra- 
geous and I get angry about 
it and I get angry at the fed- 
eral government about it. 

“Where is the EPA now? 
The EPA is quick to point 
out flaws in things. The 
Fore River basin has been 
challenged for years on the 
pollution issues and because 
the federal guidelines allow 
this to go in, where is the 


EPA on this one? 

“It is frustrating — very 
frustrating.” 

Enbridge needs to do a 
better job informing local 
communities about the un- 
planned releases, Koch said. 

“T do think they do have 
to do a better job on work- 
ing with the communities 
on notifications when these 
things happen, with our fire 
departments, § emergency 
management operations and 
stuff so that there is a better 
communication system,” he 
said. 

Koch also noted that 
none of the gas being moved 
through the compressor sta- 
tion 1s for local use. 

“What's 
pointing too is that none of 


really disap- 
this energy matters to us lo- 
cally. This is all being sold 
off in other places, so this is 
purely a profit-making facil- 
ity for a private company 
that is putting the people 
of Quincy, Weymouth and

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Braintree at risk,” he said. 

“I think it is disgusting 
and the federal government 
has got make some changes 


going forward on this stuff. 


Whether they can affect 
this one or not, because it’s 
already built, I don’t know, 
but I continue to stand with 
the neighbors that have been 
challenging this.” 

The city of Quincy is 


among the _ challengers 
fighting the compressor sta- 
tion through litigation. Koch 
said he would not settle with 
Enbridge. 

“I have not asked them 
for a settlement, nor have 
they reached out to me for 
any kind of settlement, nor 
am [| interested in a settle- 
ment,” he said.

said. “The college staff, the 
president, the board, I think 
worked very hard to get 
back in a better position. We 
have a ways to go, but we 
are going in the right direc- 
tion.” 

During the previous fis- 
cal year, FY20, which ended 
June 30, 2020, the college 
did not reimburse the city 
for the roughly $2 million in 
health care costs it incurred. 
Koch said the college would 
not be reimbursing the city 
for its share of health care 
costs in the current fiscal 
year either. 

“No,” he responded 
when asked if the college 
would be making that reim- 
bursement this fiscal year. 

“When the college was 
healthy financially, they 
were doing those things, 
but there is no other depart- 
ment in the city that. reim- 
burses the city for health 
care. There are some com- 
munities, for example, that 
charge the school depart- 
ment as part of their budget 
their health care costs. We 
don’t do that. It all comes 
out of the same pot.” 

That will likely continue 


to be the case going for- 


ward, Koch said. 

“This is the second year. 
I don’t see that changing in 
the near future,” he said. 

“Should the college all of 
a sudden really take off and 
get very healthy financially, 
then we will renegotiate 
those terms. I think the city 
would share in the college’s 
financial success in that re- 
gard, but we will play it one 
step at a time.”

The contractor at the Generals Bridge project will continue installing new rebar cages along the existing concrete wall 
at the MBTA tracks along Thomas Burgin Parkway. 
The contractor at the General Dunford Drive project will be installing the final paving course, installing new roadway 
pavement markings, finish installing new street signage, install new trash receptacles, and finish waterproofing 
sidewalks. In addition, the contractor will finish placing mulch in the planting bed behind the. serpentine bench wall 
and the planters along the Nova Suite building. Temporary barriers remain in place on Hancock St for traffic re- 
alignment while the project is being constructed. Pedestrians should continue crossing the street at the crosswalk

At the McConville Way project the contractor will continue construction of the north and south streetscape aside the 
new roadway.

The contractor will also continue installing pumps and associated plumbing 
within the water feature vault. Lastly, the contractor will be installing new fencing within median and new underground 
electrical conduit within the eastbound lane of Granite St. During this time, the eastbound lane will be shut down and 


traffic from Thomas E Burgin Parkway will be detoured. 


The demolition of the 100 Parking Way building will continue this week. The contractor will be installing temporary 
fencing around the building during construction. There remains no parking along McConville Way and Parkingway.

The town of Weymouth 
reached a host agreement 
with Enbridge in Novem- 
ber. The deal included an 
initial payment of $10 mil- 
lion to the town and could 
provide up to $28 million 
in additional tax revenue to 
Weymouth over the next 35 
years. The town agreed to 
drop its legal fight against 
the station as part of the 
agreement. 

Koch said he did not 
fault Weymouth Mayor 
Robert Hedlund for striking 
the deal. 

“We are still support- 
ing the residential commit- 
tees that are out there — the 
groups that have been fol- 
lowing this for all the right 
reasons,” Koch said. 

“I don’t find any fault in 
what Mayor Hedlund did. I 
think he sees that, because 
of the federal rules on this 
thing, there is probably. no 


“way to stop it. That was dis- 


couraging from the outset in 
that respect. This goes back 
to legislation from thé 1930s 
on how they lay pipes. 
“Hopefully the feds can 
do something, but it is really 
in their hands,” , 
Quincy city councillors 
on April 12 unanimously 
approved a resolution ask- 
ing PHMSA to order the 
compressor station to shut 
down until the agency com- 
pletes its investigation of the 


April 6 gas release. . 

Ward 2 Councillor An- 
thony Andronico, who spon- 
sored the resolve, faulted 
Enbridge for the unplanned 
releases and its lack of com- 
munication with the city. 

“There is significant risk 
that any unplanned release 
could spark an absolute 
catastrophe and it is sim- 
ply unacceptable that we 
wouldn’t be notified,’ An- 
dronico said. “It is clear that 
the safety recommendations 
didn’t stick, we deserve an- 
swers, and the station needs 
to be shut down until we get 
those answers.” 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci said the three un- 
planned gas releases show 
the compressor station can- 
not operate safely. 

“This is nothing short of 
a public health emergency,” 
he said. “Everybody who 
was involved said it was 
a danger:in a highly urban 
population center, unlike 
just about every other plant 
across the country. Now 
you have them proving, in 
short time, that they can’t 
safely operate it. It is just a 
complete and utter systemic 
failure.” 

“It was a terrible deci- 
sion to even allow this to 
go forward,” added Coun- 
cillor Anne Mahoney. “The 
fact that we are even talk- 
ing about this is devasting

said in a statement issued 
through the mayor’s office. 

“T can think of few higher 
priorities for myself as ward 
councillor than seeing this 
project through, and I look 
forward to working directly 
with so many of our neigh- 
bors in Squantum as this 
process moves forward.” 

In his recent interview, 
Koch said everyone he 
had spoken to agreed that 
the Squantum Elementary 
School, located on Huckins 
Avenue, is the school most 
in need of replacing. 

“You’ve got a lot of the 
older buildings that are in 
great shape we did a lot of 
rehab work to. Squantum 
was 1919. It had an addi- 
tion in 1948, and addition 
in 1978. The additions don’t 
meet ADA. They were poor- 
ly built — not a quality build- 
ing,” Koch said. 

“I hope we will try to 
save some of the architec- 
tural features perhaps of the 
original part by the doorway 
and stuff, but after that there 
is not much worthy of sav- 
ing in the structure.” 

The timeline for the proj- 
ect will be driven by the 
MSBA, Koch said. The eli- 
gibility period, the phase the 
project is now in, will deter- 


mine the city’s financial and 
community readiness for 
the project, and will allow 
for the formation of a local 
school building committee. 

“We go through a period 
and there are thresholds,” 
the mayor said. “There is a 
date in May, there is a date 
in the summer, there is a 
date in February where we 
have to get certain things 
done and get back to them.” 

It will be the MSBA, 
not the city, that ultimately 
decides whether the school 
will be renovated or re- 
placed, though Koch ex- 
pects it will be replaced. 

“T think everyone thinks 
it is going to be a new school 
and I think it will be, but 
you still have to go through 
the process,” he said. 

A new school would like- 
ly be built behind the exist- 
ing school, Koch said, simi- 
lar to how the South West 
Middle School was con- 
structed behind the building 
it replaced, the former Ster- 
ling Middle School. 

“That is probably what 
makes the most sense, but 
I will leave that to the com- 
mittee and to the architect 
and everyone when they get 
to it,” the mayor said. 

“We can’t shut the school 
down, so it will be like

South West. You’re proba- 
bly building up right next to 
it, taking the other one down 
and moving in.” 

The new school will like- 
ly have a smaller footprint 
than the one it is replacing. 

“That is a_ one-level 
school, so we will be able to 
go up and really crunch the 
size of the building down, 
so there is more room out- 
side both for drop off and 
pick up, but also to replace 
the park space,” Koch said. 

The city has one other 
school building project cur- 
rently in the pipeline — the 
conversion of the office 
building at 180 Old Colony 
Ave. in Wollaston into a 
new school that will primar- 
ily serve special education 
students. City officials have 
said they expect that build- 
ing, which will be dedicated 
to former superintendent 
Richard DeCristofaro, to 
open in the spring of 2023. 

The mayor said renova- 
tion work inside the build- 
ing is set to commence in 
June. 

In the meantime, the city 
has partnered with Manet 
Community Health Center 
to offer a COVID-19 vacci- 
nation clinic at the site. That 
clinic could relocate to an- 
other municipal building, or 
to one of Manet’s facilities, 
Koch said. 


“T think sometime in June 
the construction is supposed 
to start on the building, so 
we've still got at least six 
weeks at that location,” he 
said. “I think by that time a 
lot of people are going to be 
vaccinated — not just by Ma- 
net, by all the other hospital 
entities and pharmacies. 

“I think we will just have 
to make that adjustment at 
the time, whether we go to a 
school, the Fore River Club- 
house or some other munici- 
pal building — or will they 
be able to handle it at their 
own sites if there is not this 
big line coming every day. 
We have to figure that out.” 

The City Council has 
approved a pair of borrow- 
ing requests related to that 
project. The council in 2019 
approved a $8.5 million 
bond for the project, which 
included $6.8 million to buy 
the building from Eastern 
Nazarene College and $1.7 
million for design costs 
and initial work. Last fall, 
the council approved a $14 
million bond to cover the re- 
maining construction costs. 

Koch said the city did not 
work with the MSBA on the 
Old Colony Avenue project 
because it was unlikely the 
State agency would have 
approved both that and 
the Squantum Elementary 
School project at time same 


time. 

“There is only so much 
capacity they are going to 
give a community — you’ve 
got all of these districts 
across the state applying for 
the same dollars,” he said. 
“So, I had to make a deci- 
sion — does this mess up the 
Squantum thing? I felt we 
should just stay separate 
from it.” 

The mayor also noted the 
city would save money once 
the new special education 
learning center opens be- 
cause it will no longer have 
to pay to send some students 
to schools out of district. 

“At the end of the day, 
we also justified it financial- 
ly that over time it’s going 
to be less money,” he said. 

Koch has also expressed 
an interest in constructing 
a new elementary school in 
West Quincy on the site of 
the former St. Mary School. 
In the recent interview, he 
Suggested the city might 
not wait to work with the 
MSBA on that project. 

“With some the federal 
infrastructure money com- 
ing down, maybe there is 
going to be some money in 
there for schools, so maybe 
that is outside the SBA pro- 
cess,” Koch said.

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Baker Anticipates ‘Minimal Disruption’ From J&J Pause

The decision by federal 
officials to temporarily stop 
the use of the Johnson & 
Johnson COVID-19 vaccine 
should have a minimal im- 
pact on Massachusetts’ vac- 
cination efforts, Gov. Char- 
lie Baker said. 

“The health and safety 
of our residents remains a 
paramount and fundamen- 
tal concern for us and the 
commonwealth will closely 
monitor this issue and fol- 
low federal guidance as we 
move forward with our vac- 
cination program,’ Baker 
said during an April 14 
press conference at Boston’s 
Hynes Convention Center, 
one of seven mass vaccina- 
tion sites in the state. 

“The J&J supply in Mas- 
sachusetts is currently a 
small portion of our supply. 
In the immediate future, we 
are expecting minimal dis- 
ruption to schedule new ap- 
pointments.” 


Generals Bridge Should Be Ready For Opening 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The new Generals Bridge 
in Quincy Center should be 
ready to open on Sept. 11, 
the day it will be formally 
dedicated, Mayor Thomas 
Koch said recently. 

The new bridge will con- 

nect Burgin Parkway to Cli- 
veden Street and will pro- 
vide access to the municipal 
parking garage that opened 
on the former Hancock Lot. 
The Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Transportation is 
overseeing the construction 
of the new span and footing 
its $10 million price tag. The 
city is overseeing nearby 
work, including construc- 
tion of new park spaces. 

Koch had planned to 
dedicate the bridge and park 
spaces on May 15, Armed 
Forces Day, but earlier this 
year announced the ceremo- 
ny would be moved to Sept. 
11, Patriot Day, because of 
the pandemic. In a recent in- 
terview, Koch said the new 
bridge should be ready to 
open on the day of the dedi- 
cation. 

““We made the move 
because of COVID. We 
thought our park stuff would 
have been done, and I be- 
lieve it would have been, 
but the state contract with 
MIG on the bridge is way 
behind,” he said. 

“It would have been a 
little bit awkward celebrat- 
ing without the bridge being 
finished, so maybe this has 
worked out well in the long 
run.” 

The bridge and nearby 
park will honor 16 generals 
with Quincy ties who have 
served in the armed forces 
since the Revolutionary 
War. Seven of those gen- 
erals, who have all served 
since World War II, will 
be honored with statues o: 


Massachusetts received 
11,600 doses of the John- 
son & Johnson vaccine last 
week as part its state alloca- 
tion, Baker noted, compared 
to 340,000 doses combined 
of the Moderna and Pfizer 
vaccines. As of that April 
14, 4.7 million doses of the 
three COVID-19 vaccines 
have been administered in 
the Bay State, 192,000 of 
which were the J&J vaccine. 

The CDC and FDA on 
April 13 recommended a 
temporary pause in the use 
of the Johnson & John- 
son vaccine. The agencies 
called for the pause after 
receiving reports that six of 
the 6.8 million individuals 
who received the vaccine in 
the United States developed 
a “rare and severe type of 
blood clot” that cannot be 
treated with the anticoagu- 
lant heparin. All six cases 
occurred in women between 
the ages of 18 and 48, and 
symptoms occurred be- 


The mayor has also sug- 
gested several of the streets 
in the area of the former 
Ross Lot could be dedicated 
in honor of the generals. 

Three four-star generals 
will have full statues. They 
are: Gen. James McCon- 
ville, currently the chief of 
staff of the Army; retired 
Marine Corps Gen. Joseph 
Dunford, who served as the 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
and was the commandant 
of the Marine Corps be- 
fore that; and retired Army 
Gen. Gordon Sullivan, who 
served as the chief of staff of 
the Army. 

Busts will be dedicated 
in honor of: Major General 
Francis McGinn of the Mas- 
sachusetts National Guard; 
Ronald Rand, a retired Air 
Force brigadier general; the 
late Stephen Keefe, a major 
general in the Air Force; and 
the late Charles Sweeney, 
the pilot of the B-29 that 
dropped an atomic bomb on 
Nagasaki during World War 
II who later became a major 
general in the Massachu- 
setts Air National Guard. 

All five living generals 
have been invited to speak 
at the ceremony and Koch 
said he anticipates all five 
will be there. 

“That should be a fun 
day,” he said. 

As part of the dedica- 
tion ceremony, Koch wants 
to recognize all of the city’s 
living veterans as well as 
those who are currently 
serving. To be recognized 
during the ceremony, veter- 
ans, and active duty service 
members can contact Mary

provide their name, rank, 
branch and years of service.

City councillors recent- 
ly recognized the Quincy 
Housing Authority’s Judy 
Morris for leading the effort 
to provide the coronavirus 
vaccine to more than 1,000 
of the agency’s tenants. 

Morris, the housing au- 
thority’s services coordina- 
tor, was honored as a “CO- 
VID-19 Hero” during the 
April 5 City Council meet- 
ing. 

Council President Nina 
Liang, who has assisted 
with the vaccination effort 
inside QHA buildings, laud- 
ed Morris for spearheading 
the push to get the vaccine 
to as many residents as pos- 
sible. 

“Judy works at the Quin- 


_cy Housing Authority with 


[executive director] James 
Marathas and has. essen- 
tially worked nonstop every 
single day for the last month 
and a half to setup the vac- 
cine clinics for all of the 
housing authority buildings 
across the city,” Liang said. 
“Originally, we had a little 
over 800 residents signed 
up. After the clinic she ran 
with all of the hiccups along 
the way she was able to co- 
ordinate vaccinating over 
1,000 of our residents. 

“We are in the midst of 
doing the second round of 


vaccines for these folks and 
there are still senior resi- 
dents we’re finding trickling 
in who, for whatever reason, 
weren't able to get their first 
shot, so Judy is, again, at 
the forefront of that effort 
to make sure that we’re not 
missing anyone.” 

Ward 1 Councillor Da- 
vid McCarthy credited the 
housing authority and its 
staff for the work they have 
done to keep residents safe 
during the pandemic. 

“T can’t say enough about 
Judy Morris and James 
Marathas and the housing 
authority folks, especially 
this past year,” McCarthy 
said. 

“Not only were they to- 
tally 110 percent involved 
with making sure the resi- 
dents were safe because of 
the COVID pandemic, but 
they were taking care of 
business in the usual way at 
all of the locations. I know 
what kind of work they do 
and how they stay on it, day 
in and day out, to try to help 
the residents all the time and 
I know Judy is leading the 
charge in most cases.” 

Councillor Anne Ma- 
honey said she was grateful 
so many of QHA residents 
had been vaccinated. 

“I just want to thank you 
because there are so many 


vulnerable people in our city

“All of our employees 
care for the tenants as if they 
were their mothers, fathers, 
sisters, brothers,” she said. 

While the past years has 
been difficult, Morris said 
the housing authority would 
emerge stronger than before. 

“It’s been a_ difficult 
year but one that has made 
the agency stronger and 
increased our strength in 
providing even greater sup- 
portive services than we 
ever imagined possible, and 
it will shape the way the 
agency deal with our tenants 
moving forward,” she said.

The National Divide: Science 
Denial During A Public Health Crisis

Heads or tails? before 
this year’s Super Bowl, a 
nurse manager from a hos- 
pital in the Greater New 
York City walked onto the 
field and tossed a coin. Both 
teams knew there was a 
50/50 chance that one side 
could be heads or tails. The 
Kansas City Chiefs called 
“Heads” as the nurse flipped 
the coin into the air. It land- 
ed on heads, and the Chiefs 
chose to kick the ball. 

The 50% probability of 
winning or losing a tradi- 
tional coin toss in Ameri- 
can football resembles 
how Americans judge CO- 
VID-19 as a public health 
crisis today. Even in the face 
of suffering and death, the 
severity of COVID-19 still 
bears little weight to a sig- 
nificant share of the Ameri- 
can public. 

To date, there are five 
false claims weaving and 
poisoning the “grapevine of 
science”: 

1. COVID cases are in- 
flated because of repeat test- 
ing. 

2. Hospitals are exagger- 
ating COVID-19 cases and 
deaths for profit or reim- 
bursement. 

3. The “everything is 
relative” worldview, where 
COVID-19 deaths cannot 
compare to leading causes 
of death such as heart dis- 
ease, lung cancer, and the 
flu. 

4. People diagnosed with 
COVID-19 will eventually 
get better. “It is no worse 
than a cold! “The virus will 
just run its course and re- 
solve on its own. Wearing 
masks and standing six feet 
apart are unrelated to run- 
ning any kind of business. 
Let people live!” 

5. Most people who die 
from COVID-19 are older, 
in poor health, and have pre- 
existing health conditions. 
Younger, . healthy people 
need. not worry. 

Unfortunately, these ru- 
mors have added another 


layer of difficulty in try- 
ing to prevent the spread of 
coronavirus. Since the pan- 
demic began, nurses have 
had to debunk false claims 
using the power of science. 

Whether bedside or pub- 
lic health nurses, they are 
trained to apply science into 
their day-to-day working 
lives. Nurses have worked 
hard to spread the truth 
that science can prevent the 
spread of infection. 

For example, research- 
ers Raina Macintyre and 
Jay Hasanain conducted a 
randomized control trial and 
found hand hygiene alone 
was not enough. Wearing 
masks and washing hands 
consistently together was 
effective. By promoting 
handwashing, wearing face 
masks properly, and em- 
bracing the truth behind 
germ theory (that has for- 
tunately evolved overtime), 
people can incorporate these 
practices into their daily 
lives. 

Nurses are the nation’s 
most trusted professionals 
based on annual Gallup poll 
data. What nurses say has 
power and credibility. Nurs- 
es are busy, but their stories 
are sought. 

This is certainly con- 
firmed by my own nursing 
experience. I was assigned 
5 patients at the start of my 
hospital shift. Two were di- 
agnosed with COVID-19. 
One of the patient’s oxy- 
gen saturation began to 
drop into the 70s (normal is 
95-100%), indicating that 
inadequate oxygen was get- 
ting to his brain and vital 
organs. He was already on 
the highest Venturi mask 
setting per unit policy. We 
transferred the patient to the 
Intensive Care Unit (ICU) 
immediately. Once that pa- 
tient was safely in the hands 
of the ICU team, I came 
back upstairs and prayed for 
an easier start to my shift. 
Unfortunately, the patient 
in the adjacent room also 


began straggling to breathe, 


Her alarm was sounding er- 
ratically showing an oxygen 
reading of 78-80%. I sani- 
tized my hands, adjusted my 
N-95, tied on my gown as 
quickly as I could and went 
into the room. I helped the 
patient to flip on her stom- 
ach and take deep .breaths. 
The oxygen was only read- 
ing 85%. I increased it from 
3 to 4 liters/min per doctor's 
orders. She began to show 
positive respiratory changes 
after 2 minutes, oxygen was 
increasing to 92% while ly- 
ing on her stomach. 

The next morning, | 
was mulling over the scary 
night. I just had to let people 
know about the gravity and 
seriousness of COVID-19. 

The reality is the virus 
has not disappeared nor Is it 
going away any time soon. 
According to the Connecti- 
cut Department of Public 
Health, COVID-19 case 
rates remain high through- 
out the state. The virus is 
also getting smarter as we 
speak, learning from its hu- 
man hosts. Variant strains 
including B.1.1.7 (UK) and 
B.1.351 (South Africa) have 
already been detected in the 
United States, and B.1.1.7 
can spread more easily than 
the “wild-type” Sars-Cov-2. 

Regardless of myths sur- 
rounding COVID-19, we 
are working tirelessly on the 
front lines in this pandemic. 
Please do your part and ac- 
tively refute false claims, 
wear masks properly, and 
wash your hands to prevent 
the spread of coronavirus. 
Please share good science. 
Let’s flatten the curve, both 
for ourselves and for others, 
so we can safely move past 
COVID-19 in time. If we all 
want to come out of the pan- 
demic together, what side do 
you want to be on?

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Channeling Lydia Goodhue: What, Where Is Stormwater? 


By MAUREEN MAZRIMAS 
Lydia Goodhue was an environmental activist from 
Wellesley at.a time when Boston Harbor was often compared 
to an open cesspool. Before the creation of the MWRA and 
the ultimate cleanup of Boston Harbor, Mrs. Goodhue urged 
sewer users to understand the ramifications of careless dis- 
posal of materials into one’s toilet and sink. In the 1980s, 
she penned an article for the Wellesley Townsman entitled, 
“Do you know where your sewage is tonight?” People are 
much more informed today about their sewer — but know 
little about what happens when materials are disposed of 
into'a catch basin. So, now [ask you... 
“Do you know where your stormwater is tonight?” 
WHAT IS STORMWATER? 
Stormwater is simply rain that falls onto buildings, roads, 
green space, and water bodies. For us, it does not affect 
Quincy’s drinking water, which is supplied by the Quabbin 


Reservoir owned and operated by the DCR. 

So, suppose it rained last night - what happened when 
that rain hit the ground? Some of it fell in your yard and 
helped your lawn and flowers grow. Some of it was ab- 
sorbed into the atmosphere. Some, of course, went directly 
into the Harbor, the marshes, the creeks, the ponds and the 
rivers. A lot of it fell on impervious surfaces such as streets 
and sidewalks, buildings, and driveways. The rain-that falls 
on your roof, goes into your gutters, then travels to your 
downspouts, and then out onto the driveway. The, more im- 
pervious the surface — the greater the runoff. [There are 
many interesting ways to mitigate some of those effects — 
such as rain gardens (see the DPW website for details).] 

The stormwater that runs off your driveway and other 
impervious surfaces is a big concern. THAT water finds its 
way into the stormwater drains (catch basins) in the street. 
On its way to the catch basin, it picks up oil and other wastes

Sanitary sewers. Both are separate and distinct, both are 
underground and both play a crucial role in the health and 
safety of our residents. The sanitary sewer system starts out- 
side your home and carries waste from your sinks and toilets 
to the Deer Island treatment facility in Winthrop. 

The Stormwater drain system collects overflow rain and 
melting snow from roofs, lawns, streets, parking lots, drive- 
ways and sidewalks and directs this water to designated ar- 
eas for drainage into the environment. When misused both 
systems can have deleterious effects on our quality of life 
and in many cases can create major environmental hazards 
with long-lasting consequences. 

WHAT IS THE RELATIONSHIP 
BETWEEN STORMWATER, SANITARY 
SEWERAGE AND POLLUTION? 

A significant source of pollution from the city’s stormwa- 
ter is the City’s sanitary sewer system leaking into the storm- 
water system. As is true with many New England towns, 
most of the city’s clay sanitary sewer pipes were installed 
in the 1920s, and many are in need of repair or replace- 
ment. Most of the stormwater mains were installed side- 
by-side into existing sanitary sewer trenches in the 1940s or 
earlier. In‘order to provide a gravity-designed channel for 
rising ground water in big storms, the joints between storm- 
water pipe segments were left unsealed. While sanitary

from your driveway, pet waste that has been improperly dis- 
carded, pesticides, herbicides — even cigarette butts care- 
lessly disposed of in the street. On a recent cleanup along 
the Neponset, volunteers found numerous hypodermic nee- 
dles — many of which were just pitched into the catch basin. 

Whatever is tossed down a catch basin will most prob- 
ably wind up in some body of water. Some people actually 
throw their bags of dog poop down the storm drain thinking 
it goes to a sewer system. That is not the case. That eéxcre- 
ment could wind up in your river, or the ocean, or even on 
your back doorstep if you have waterfront property. That’s 
one of the reasons dogs are not permitted on the beach in the 
summer months because they could leave their excrement 
on the beach for people to step in, or it will simply wash 
into the ocean. “

sewer pipes are sealed, as they age, they develop cracks, 
collapse or disintegrate. Sewage then leaks into ground wa- 
ter and into the cracks and unsealed joints of stormwater 
pipes. During storms, stormwater leaks into cracked sewer 
pipes, exacerbating issues with both systems. Fortunately, 
the City of Quincy has been working hard to mitigate these 
problems over the last several years, and conditions are im- 
proving. 

You need not be a “tree hugger” to appreciate the value 
of clean water. “Clean water is everyone’s business!” Pol- 
lution is a very costly endeavor. We need not look that far 
back in history to realize the economic and social cost that a 
dirty Boston Harbor brought to the residents of this area. We 
could not swim in it. We could not fish in it. The fish were 
dying off in great numbers. Even tourism suffered. There 
were even times when it literally stunk! Thanks to litigation 
initiated by the City of Quincy under Mayor Francis Mc- 
Cauley, Boston Harbor is now a lot healthier. 

The costs to cure pollution are astronomical. That’s why 
it makes more sense to avoid it before it happens. We need 
to realize that our catch basins are not sewers; we can’t just 
dump stuff in there and expect that it’s going to go off to 
some treatment plant and will never have to see it again.

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Kiera Sleiman Sets New City Mark In Long Jump 


North Quincy Junior Leaps 17-Feet, 5-Inches 


By JOE REARDON 

North Quincy junior Ki- 
era Sleiman will be using 
the two week break until 
the start of the outdoor track 
rest a_ bother- 
some, but not serious, ham- 
string strain. The injury was 
enough to hamper her at the 
Patriot League Champion- 
ships on April 13 at Scituate 
High. 

Still, even not compet- 
ing at 100 percent Sleiman 
bolted to a bronze medal 
performance in the 55-me- 
ter hurdles with a personal 
best of 9.2 seconds in chilly 
conditions. It was a solid 
performance to be sure, but 
Sleiman is looking to up the 
ante when the temperatures 
rise in the spring campaign. 

Sleiman moved her goals 
to a whole new level when 
she broke the city record in 
the long jump with a ster- 
ling leap of 17 feet, 5 inches 
April 7. The record, which 
broke former North Quincy 
and now Tufts standout Sar- 
ah Pillone’s 17-1 mark set 
back in 2018, was done in a 
virtual meet courtesy of the 
coronavirus pandemic. 

For Sleiman, a true all-

around athlete who plays 
basketball and volleyball, 
the record was not a total 
surprise. She got off to a 
slow start, but exploded into 
the record books shortly 
thereafter. 

“My first jump was a foul 
and I knew I needed to back 
up a little bit,” she said. “My 
second jump was 16-11 and 
that was a PR so I knew I 
had it in me. I concentrated 
on getting high and ex- 
tended on the next jump. I 
definitely wanted to get the 
record, but I really didn’t 
know what it was until a 
couple of weeks before. The 


record wasn’t my first goal. 
I wanted to get my personal 
best and see what followed 
after that.” 


Like any serious athlete, 


Sleiman is constantly work- 
ing on improving her craft, 
whether it be through video 
of her performances, work- 
ing for hours on the run- 
away or extending herself in 
the weight room. 

The key to improving 
even more will come down 
to Sleiman’s ability to get 
as much air time using the 
hitch kick and hitting the 
sand as efficiently as pos- 
sible. The natural talent is 
obviously there and the con- 
tinuous effort to push her 
limits is as well. 

“Once I really focus on 
that I know I can jump a lot 
farther,” she said. “I’ve been 
struggling with getting my 
legs out in front. I’m excited 
to see what I can do when I 
get it right. I need to work 
on my technique in the air 
because I have the power 
when I takeoff from the 
board. To get where I want 
to be requires very good 
form. 

“Your legs are in a run- 


ning motion in the air. It’s 
like running in the air and at 
the last second you kick out. 
That’s what I’ve been hav- 
ing trouble with is the kick- 
out part. But I’m definitely 
getting there.” 

Quincy/North Quincy 
head coach Geoff Hennessy 
is confident that Sleiman has 
the ability to break the 18- 
foot barrier this spring. Al- 
though the weather has been 
fairly cooperative during 
the fall 2 season, Hennessy 
knows it hasn’t always been 
conducive to quality long 
jump performances. 

“When we’re at the track 
it’s windy, it’s in your face, 
it’s at your back,” said Hen- 
nessy. “It’s all over the 
place. It’s almost like there 
is no advantage. 

“We videotaped her the 
other day and there’s defi- 
nitely some things we can 
refine. And she’s a very 
strong kid and very driven. 
She’s a competitor. We go 
from hurdles to long jump 
or from long jump to hurdles 
and now the dash. She’s ath- 
letic. She can really get her 
feet out in front of her and 
she works hard at it. It’s one 
of the most elemental events 
in track and field. It’s as old 
as the games themselves. 


It’s just you against the pit. 


You run and jump and try 
to see how far you can get 
your feet in front of you. It’s 
really not more complicated 
than that. Some kids have 
different in-air techniques.” 

There’s a strong chance 
Sleiman could move up as 
one of Quincy/North Quin- 
cy’s all-time great track 
athletes this spring. She al- 
ready has the record in the 
pentathlon with 2119 points 
and she’s third all-time in 
the 100 hurdles at 16.81, 
done during her freshman 
year. Pillone’s triple jump 
record is still on the books 
at 37-3-3/4, but that mark 
is in serious jeopardy with 


Sleiman on the runway. She 
has a personal best of 34- 
6-1/2, but that was done in 
her freshman year. Sleiman 
is anxious to get back to one 
of her favorite events. 
“That’s going to be excit- 
ing because it’s (triple jump) 
one of my favorite events 
and I want to see what I can 
do now,” she said. “I’ve tak- 
en a step back from hurdles 
to concentrate on the long 
jump. I definitely want to 
start working on them again. 
I want to keep improving 
every week. Even if it’s just 
inches (in the jumps) I’m 
fine with that. It’s still an 
improvement.”

The Silver Lake High 
football enjoyed plenty of 
success on the ground.

On the ensuing drive, 
Silver Lake scored with 
1:22 left in the first half and 
hit their extra point to make 
ita 21-0 game. 

The team had a big gain 
erased by a holding call so 
instead of a first down on a 
wide receiver sweep, they 
Started the drive with a 
three-yard gain. However, 
the team came up big on 
fourth and one at their own 
33-yard line with a 23-yard 
run up the middle to cross 
midfield and enter Presi- 
dents territory.

Tramp Art Birdcage 
What is “tramp art”? There 
is folk art, regional art, naive 
art, fine art and other very 
special names for groups of 
collectibles and antiques, but 
tramp art is probably the lat- 
est one to become popular. 
Tramp art has been made for 
many years, but the name was 
invented by a folk-art author 
in 1959 to describe whittled 
objects made from old cigar 
boxes and other scrap wood. 
Although wooden cigar boxes 
were used to hold cigars since 
the 1850s, the idea of chip 
carving the wood into picture 
frames, birdcages, dollhouses 
and more didn’t become a no- 
ticeable craft until about 1875 
to the 1930s. 

What is still called tramp art 
was made not only by the 
“tramps” (hobos) of the past, 
but also by prisoners, sailors 
and others, almost always 
men. Today we can use a 
cellphone to fill lonely hours, 
but in the past, whittling and 
other crafts were popular. At 
first collectors thought it was 
an American idea, but by the 
1980s, antiques dealers were 
finding similar carved boxes 
in Europe, especially Germa- 
ny, and bringing them back to 
sell at shows.

Dog’s First Encounter 
With Skunk Ends Badly 
DEAR PAW’S CORNER: 
We have a big fenced back- 
yard and have no problem 
letting our dog “‘Ace”’ out 
to roam. However, for the 
first time, Ace ran into a 
skunk! Now I’m trying 
to get rid of that horrible 
skunk odor, with no luck. 
What can I use to clean his 
fur? And how do I keep 
skunks off my property? 

-- Suzie H., via email 


DEAR SUZIE: I agree, 
skunk encounters are pretty 
awful. And when a dog gets 
a good soaking from the 
skunk’s defensive spray, 
it can be very tough to get 
out of its hair. The Ameri- 
can Kennel Club’s website 
(www.akc.org) has some 
expert advice on getting rid 
of the skunk smell on dogs. 
Rule No. 1: Do not bring the 
dog in the house if you can 
avoid it. 

The AKC recommends a 
homemade solution to break 
up and remove the odifer-

ous oil that makes up skunk 
spray: Mix a quart of 3% 
hydrogen peroxide (avail- 
able over the counter at the 
local pharmacy) with two 
teaspoons of mild dish soap 
and a quarter cup of bak- 
ing soda. This mixture will 
start foaming immediately, 
so have Ace ready. (Don’t 
wet down his fur yet.) Rub 
the foamy solution into his 
coat, soaking it completely. 
(Avoid getting into his eyes 
or ears.) Leave it on for five 
minutes, then rinse. Discard 
any unused solution. 

To keep the skunk from 
coming back, determine 
where it’s getting into your 
yard and when. Skunks rais- 
ing young like nesting spots 
like wood or debris piles. 
Open trash cans or compost 
piles are attractive foraging 
spots. Skunks are most ac- 
tive after sundown or in the 
early morning hours. Ace 
may be fine in the yard dur- 
ing the day, but you should 
accompany him on potty 
breaks before sunrise or af- 
ter sundown to prevent an- 
other stinky encounter.

Mr. Melvin Kaminsky, the Brook- 
lyn-born, 93-year-old comedy . mas- 
termind better known as Mel Brooks, 
really knows his satire. As a writer 
and director, he’s shepherded sever- 
al movies to the top of the American 
Film Institute's list of best comedies, 
holds a coveted EGOT status (mean- 
ing, he has won Emmy, Grammy, 
Oscar and Tony awards) and boasts 
multiple films in the National Film 
Registry, a list of culturally significant 
films that are worthy of preservation 
by the Library of Congress. In the 
business of making a darn good movie 
that’s making fun of another movie, 
he has no equal. 

Blazing Saddles — A 1974 master- 
piece of black comedy, this film stars 
Cleavon Little as Bart, a Black sheriff 
installed as a patsy to offend townspeo- 
ple seeking protection from a group 
of ne‘er-do-wells sicced on them by 
an underhanded government official 
looking to get rich off their land. Gene 
Wilder backs up Bart as a boozy gun- 
slinger named Jim, aka “The Waco 
Kid.” Hijinks ensue, as you'd expect. 

Young Frankenstein — Also in 
1974 — and done on a promise to 
Gene Wilder for his involvement in 
“Blazing Saddles” — Brooks paro- 
dies the Universal monster franchise 
with Wilder in the title role and Peter 
Boyle playing his monster. 

High Anxiety — Brooks, as Dr. 
Richard Harpo Thomdyke, takes on 
the full lead, supported by Madeline 
Kahn, Cloris Leachman, Harvey Kor- 
man and more in this 1977 sendup of 
Hitchcockian suspense. 

History of the World — Historical 


retelling gets its own Brooks treatment - 


in 1981’s “History of the World: Part 
1,” which skewers the Stone Age to 
the French Revolution. Brooks’ roles 
range from Moses (who brings God’s 


15 ... [mean 10 Commandments to the 
people), to Torquemada in a musical 
salute to the Spanish Inquisition. 
Spaceballs — This 1987 “Star 
Wars” spoof has Bill Pullman as Lone 
Starr, hired to track down Princess Ves- 
pa (Daphne Zuniga), whose planet is 
in the crosshairs of Dark Helmet (Rick 
Moranis). Lone Starr and his sidekick 
Barf (John Candy) launch a renegade 
rescue effort in their Winnebago space- 
ship.

Card-reading — the ability to fig- 
ure out how the opponents’ cards are 
divided based on bids and plays they 
have or haven't made — is a crucial 
element in the play of many Hands. 

_.. Consider this deal where West leads 
the king of spades, on which East 
plays the seven. West continues with 
the ace and another spade, East play- 
ing the six on the ace and the ten on 
dummy’s nine. 


South ruffs the third spade and does 
not have to think very hard to con- 
clude that East has the missing queen 
of spades. It is inconceivable that East 
would play the 7-6-10 of spades, in that 
order, unless he also had the queen. 

South’s prospects therefore are 
extremely good at this point, provid- 
ed he does not now fall into the trap 
of drawing trumps, cashing the ace of 
diamonds and then finessing the jack. 

In the actual case, the jack of dia- 
monds would lose to East’s queen, 
and when declarer later attempted a 
club finesse, he would lose that also 
and finish down one, True, it would 
be unlucky for South to have both 
finesses fail — the odds are 3-to-1 
that one or both will succeed — but 
that’s the way the cookie sometimes 
crumbles. 

However, if South takes advantage 
of his knowledge that East has the 
queen of spades, he can assure the 
contract in a perfectly simple way. 
After ruffing the third round of spades, 
he draws three rounds of trump ending 
in dummy, leads the jack of spades and 
discards a club on it. 

East takes the jack with the queen 
but is helpless. He must either return 
a club into dummy’s A-Q-x or a 
diamond into dummy’s K-J-x, and 
regardless of which he chooses, 
South acquires his 10th trick.

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Homemade ‘Foot 
Box’ Relieves 
Night Cramps 


DEAR DR. ROACH: [ama 
very healthy 74-year-old male. 
I am not on any medications 
and enjoy normal blood pres- 
sure and great stats from my 
regular bloodwork. I weigh 
140 pounds and have been ex- 
ercising every day faithfully 
for decades. 

A couple of years ago, I 
started getting cramps in both 
legs throughout the night. My 
toes would curl down and my 
entire leg would get stiff; the 
pain was horrible. I had a ter- 
rible time “walking it off,” and 
very often when I finally got it 
to pass, as soon as I got back 
in bed the whole thing would 
start all over again. Some- 
times I would go a few nights 
without having a problem, but 
there was always the fear that 
I would have another episode. 

I read online advice to get 
the weight of the sheet and 
covers off the feet. I took a 
strong cardboard box ..and 
sleep with my feet in the open 
end of the box. The first time I 
got in bed with this rigged up, 
it felt very strange not having 
anything on my bare feet, but 
everftually I got used to it. The 
remarkable news is that I have 
not had-a single episode since 
fabricating the box over six 
months ago. --G.K. 

ANSWER: | appreciate your 
writing in. I have had many pa- 
tients use a box during sleep for 
acute gout, where even a sheet 
on top of the affected toe can be 
exquisitely painful, but I had not 
heard this used for nocturnal leg 
cramps. Some patients have no- 


ticed that the symptoms do seem 


to be started or exacerbated by 
the weight of blankets. 

Before resorting to that, I 
recommend regular exercise, 


even a few minutes of riding a 
stationary bicycle before bed can 
help. Couple that with regular 
stretching of the calf and ham- 
string muscles and adequate hy- 
dration. Although many readers 
ask about it, I do not recommend 
quinine for most people, and it’s 
quite rare for the cause to be dis- 
turbances of sodium, potassium, 
calcium or other electrolytes. B 


complex vitamins and magne- — 


sium are helpful in some people, 
but I restrict iron to people with 
proven iron deficiency. 

If all else fails, prescription 
medications such as verapamil 
may be helpful. 

ORK 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I’m 
getting low grade tumors in 
my bladder. I just had my 
second operation after the Ba- 
cillus Calmette-Guerin treat- 
ment didn’t work. I read that 
tumors can’t grow in an alka- 
line environment. Should I eat 
vegetables, like broccoli and 
sprouts? Also, would vitamin 
E and selenium be helpful? -- 
RG. 

ANSWER: It is true that 
having an acid urine pH is a risk 
factor for bladder cancer. Many 
fruits and vegetables make urine 


pH more alkaline, whereas meat . 


and dairy make the urine more 
acid. Smoking also makes the 
urine more acid. 

Eating more fruits and veg- 
etables (and abstaining from 
smoking) will help reduce recur- 
rence of bladder cancer, though 
I’m not sure it’s through urine 
acidity. Please don’t stop your 
doctor’s recommendations, 
though, as diet alone is not ade- 
quate therapy for bladder cancer. 

A 2012 study found no ben- 
efit in selenium and vitamin E 
on prevention of bladder cancer. 
It’s unlikely to be significantly 
effective in treatment.

The Coronavirus pan- 
demic that has swept the 
globe has brought medical 
concerns, financial  pres- 
sures and a host of negative 
impacts in the daily lives of 
all of us. As someone tasked 
with running the Registry of 
Deeds I greatly appreciate 
what the Registry employ- 
ees have done and continue 
to do during this trying pe- 
riod of time. Each Norfolk 
Registry of Deeds employee 
is an “Every Day Hero” for 
doing their job and doing it 
well. 

Governor Baker in his 
Executive order issued on 
March 23, 2020 defined 
COVID-19 essential servic- 
es. There is a reason Regis- 
try of Deeds personnel were 
listed in the Governor’s or- 
der. No the services provid- 


ed do not rise to the impact- 
ful jobs done by all our first 
responders- our police, our 
fire fighters, our EMTs, our 
nurses, doctors and medical 
personnel. A big thank you 
to all of these workers and 
all they have done during 
this COVID-19 pandemic. 
But did you know that 
with the Coronavirus pan- 
demic raging, the Norfolk 
Registry of Deeds em- 
ployees recorded a_ total 
of 179,2660 land docu- 
ments during 2020. This 
is a 19 percent increase 
compared to the previ- 
ous year. Through the first 
three months of 2021 there 
have been 50,935 docu- 
ments recorded. There has 
been busy real estate activ- 
ity despite COVID-19 that 
has led to increased revenue 
collections at the Norfolk 
Registry of Deeds. Over 
$68 million dollars was col- 
lected in calendar year 2020 
due to the efforts of Registry 
employees. These monies 


get forwarded to the State 
where they help pay for crit- 
ical programs at the state, 
county and local levels in- 
cluding public safety, health 
care, education and social 
services. These collected 
funds are also used for the 
Community _ Preservation 
Act (CPA) projects in our 
local communities. All this 
is why Registry of: Deeds 
workers were deemed es- 
sential workers during CO-

The safety and health of 
all our Registry employees 
has been our chief prior- 
ity. Social distancing in 
the work place, changing

Supports Mayor’s Decision Not To Fund 
Department Of Social Justice, Equity 


I support Mayor Koch’s 
decision not to fund a De- 
partment of Social Justice 
and Equity (DSJ&E). It is 
no surprise that the major- 
ity of our city councillors 
support the creation of a 
DSJ&E. It’s good politics, 
and many aspire to heights 
greater than city councillor. 

While I want to believe 
the intention of Quincy for 
Transformative Change 
(QTC) and other organiza- 
tions pushing for a SJ&E 
is not to sound like they 
are “pushing propaganda”, 
many of their “statistics” 
read as just that. Simply 
because the percentage of 
non-white students is much 
greater than the percent- 
age of non-white teach- 
ers does not automatically 
" mean there is a problem that 
needs to be fixed by gov- 
ernment. Same for police 
and other city departments. 
That Black students are 7% 
of Quincy school popula- 
tion but account for 20% of 
disciplinary incidents may 
sound ‘alarming’ to the non- 
critical thinker, but there is 
not enough information to 
draw any real conclusion. 
To do so is irresponsible at 
best. The critical thinker 
needs to know how many 
incidents, what kind, how 
many kids involved in each, 


repeat incidents by same 
student, etc. This can best 
be determined at the school 
level. 

How is a Department of 
Social Justice and Equity 
going to change the past? 
QTC states they believe 
that the Black population is 
only 5% in Quincy vs. 45% 
in Dorchester is because 
Quincy was a “sundown” 
town. Eventually that will 
change over time and if not, 
no one is to blame but the 
people who aren’t moving 
here. To say that Quincy is 
more unwelcoming to mi- 
norities than Dorchester is 
ridiculous. If people don’t 
want to move here simply 
because the “population 
picture” isn’t to their lik- 
ing, that’s on them. It’s not 
government’s responsibility 
to ‘balance’ population, and 
‘unbalanced’ numbers are 
not necessarily an indica- 
tion that something needs to 
be ‘fixed’. 

As Mayor Koch suggests, 
the issues cited in QTC’s let- 
ter cannot be changed more 
easily by forming a new de- 
partmemt than by existing 
city departments. For ex- 
ample, participation by stu- 
dents im‘advanced courses 
should be addressed at the 
school devel. “Having had 
four children, who are ail 


VERY different kinds, at- 
tend Quincy Public Schools, 
I feel our schools do a bet- 
ter than average job accom- 
modating the ‘differences 
among the diverse student 
body (and it IS diverse, re- 
gardless of the percentages 
quoted in QTC’s letter. 

Sometimes, the more 
you try to “fix” something, 
the more you break it. The 
unbalanced rhetoric from 
BLM, Coca-Cola _ teach- 
ing its workers to be “less 
White”, and critical race 
theory do nothing more than 
divide and pit people against 
each other. We are human 
and, rightly or wrongly, 
people cannot help but think 
that ever-greater focus on 
differences results in special 
treatment for some, which 
leads to further division, and 
so on and so on. Where will 
it end? 

I have no doubt that 
people do experience rac- 
ism, sexism, homophobia, 
and religious intolerance in 
Quincy. It is now, and will 
always be, to some extent 
experienced everywhere 
that people exist: humans 
are flawed and some will 
contitiue to behave wrongty, 
no matter how many de- 


partmenty'we create or how 


much we educate them.
